ffdenca In them: Ihmigh It the nom j 
Inea says to them, 'You can use me.' 
Xveryone who votes for tha Reptib- \ 
llcan nominee In this diatrici O. K'aj 
the Cannon Aldrich program, and 
therehy regleterw hie approval of tha 
'Taft administration and the I'ayne- 
Aldiicb Hill that has raiiseil a rebel- 
lion within the Republican ranks frtim 
Mains to California.

Hon, not for Congress, that Ubder ths 
constitution has exclusive Jurlsdo'tlno 
of all revenue measures, but Inlurma 
tiou for tha President? Is It because 
he wants to further revise the very 
bill that bas received his blessing, 
and Is now being praised bet-auie 
through It ITi.iX'O.onn more Isxex have 
b«en collected under Its o|ieratlon than 
under the DIngley Hill, with corre- 
spc-ndlngly heavier burdens on the 
people? IMd this tame convention en 
dorse hla admliiUtratlon because he 
Bttempii-d to turn over through hts 
secretary, Mr. Uallinger, the Alaskan 
coal ilelda and great water pt’wcrs ot 
the Northwest to .Morgsii-Huggrii- 
liclm svndicsie, as well as the sugar 
land of the Philippines to the Rugar 
Tiiiat. through his Attorney Heneral.

I'sft turrxindcd himself with a cab 
Inet i-omposcd of im-n runiie«'ted with 
the tnista and corporations? Was It 
be<-aute he had dismissed faithful ofll- 
clals from publU otflee Imcause of their 
loyalty and itatrlotlsm? Was It be- 
cause the railroad bill pre|>ared by his 
AHomey Heneral. and sent to Con- 
gress to be passed without alteration 
or amendment, and which wmild have 
been a virtual repeal of the Sherman 
anti-trust law* Was It because bs put 
parly solidarity above the nation's 
needs snd tbe welfare of the people* 
Waa it be«-ause the conservation bill 
be bad presented to Congress was 
more favorable to <xploltatlon than 
cotiservation? Was it because he re- 
fused to permit Cavngreaa to InvesH 
gat* the sugar frauds In New York? 
Was It bei-ause be haa abandoned tbe 
While House and la making a mov- 
ing picture show of hlrnself? 

Taft Himself With Rpealal Interests. 

“President Taft's alignment with 
the special Interest Is demonstrated by 
tbe railroad bill that he bad presented 
to Oongreee with Insiruvtlone to pass 
alihout aavendnMOt, and la order to 
force Its itassage withdrew Federal 
patronage from those Renstors and 
Members who dared to amend It. and 
Ikrealened to veto It if amended. This 
bill as Introduced provided for. First— 
A court open to the railroads, bat 
cloeed to the public, with power given 
tsllruads to enjoin the oidera of the 
Interstate Commerce Commlsslog. 
ReCond— Authority In the couit So 
overrule dndli.gs of fact and tc d^ 
(ermine disputes on broad grounds of 
public policy. Third— Power to Isaoe 
injunction oa ex part* bearings. 
Feurth— No appeal allowed the whip 
per or the public. Fifth — Deprivlag 
the interetai* Commerce Oommlsstoi. 
of Its lights to appear by i-ounsei be 
Iter* (oart 'oa bpp^l from Ra tSndia^. 
Hlitb-' Depriving the shipper of tbe 
right to a bearing before the court on 
rate dispute*. Reventh — Hiving the 
Attorney General full power to prose- 
cute or dismiss In rate case* at his 
persons! pleasure. FIghIh --Hiving the 
lullruad* speciflcally the light to ap 
{-ear by counsel with prepared case*. 
Ninth — Repealing the .Anti-Trust l^w 
In Ita application to mllroada, and le- 
galising agreements between roads as 
to rates. Tenth— l,egallxlng railway 
conaolldatlon* of all character. Klev- 
enth- l.egallxing the watering of rail 
rrvad stock Af*-'c ejlmlnvlng these 
lul.ieiable features and Inaertlng the 
long and ahoit haul leatiirea. placing 
(he burden of proof on (be railroad to 
■how the jitalness In the Incieaae In 
latea and other valuable and lllreral 
extenalona of the power of tbe Coin- 
mission, the bill wa* passed." 

Taft Claims Lsgislatlon. 

At this point In his speech, Mr. 
Helm ably and at length showed con- 
clusively that Mr. Taft and his In- 
dorsers were claiming as a credit to 
bis administration thd enactment of s 
long list of legislation that waa In real- 
ity a i»art of the Democrail.' platform, 
and forced through Congreaa by the 
UemiH-rats with the aid of the revolt- 
ing members of the I’resldcut’s own 
party. Among these he mentioned tha 
President's emasculated railroad bill 
that would have been ruinous lo all 
but the raiinvads. If passed as Intro- 
duced; tbe campaign contribution bill; 
the removal of Cannon from the Rules 
Coromittee; (he Income tax amend 
ment; Ihe employers' liability act. and 
I other* not only pass ed by t he so-called 
mlnorlly, but pruvUMM|pliiMlM Dem- 
rcratic platform and Ignored In the 
Republican National platform. Ue- 
(errlng to those bills for which Taft 
claimed credit, and to which the Re- 
pubicana were really entitled, he said 
that the postals saving bill really con- 
cealed the central bank hill that they 
were afraid to pass till after the elec- 
tion. The ship subsldv steal. Federal 
lncon>or*tlon and central bark meas- 
ures, all star features of the Taft ad- 
mliiisi ration, were defeated. In other 
words, the Demo' ratlc minority l>e- 
came the majority party and controlled 
the legialatlon of the last session.

,ors D>>niv*r and Cummins, had at- 
'•mpted to beat from It Us worst and 
most fraudulent features Quoting 
liberally from Senator Cummins' de- 
niincIstUKi of the manv features of ihe 
bill, put In It In the Interest of mo- 
nopoly and winding up with his state- 
ment that "We have revlaed the tariff 
in re*iK)nse to ar overwhelming Re- 
publican sentiment and have aucreed- 
ed In taking off about one-forty-second 
of the average Impoaitlon upon dutia- 
ble goods." 

In uuotiiig from Kepublican Senator 
Hriatow'a denunciation of the bill and 
Ita author's pera<inal interest In the 
fraudulent features thereol, hr showed 
that thla Kepublleau Senator came 
from Kansas, where tbe Payne bill ap- 
i'llea In that agricultural aecH'm as it 
does In tbe KIghth Kentucky DIatrtet, 
and quoted from Senator llriatow as 
aavlng that, “I'lider the leadership of 
Aldiich and Cannon, Instead of revis- 
ing (be tariff as we promls'-d, duties 
sere flxed. not with a view ot proleet- 
Ing legitimate Aroerieaii Industries or 
of securing revenue for the govern- 
ment, but for tbe puriwse of pruniotliig 
the flnanclal interegia of certain Indi- 
t Idualt nr concerns." Further quoting , 
from Krlstow's *pee<-h In deunniiatiou 
of Ihe tariff bill and hla brother Ke- 
I ubik-sna who framed It. he wound up 
with thla tenirnce from the recent 
ICansaa State Republk-an convention 
plalinrm: “\As do not re«-ognl*e the re- 
vision of tbe taiiir of l9oD as a aatla- 
faetory fulltllment ol tbe tariff pledge 
o( the Reptiblk an plaifomi. " 

To show that Mr. Taft ha* made an 
iineondliional surrender to the inter 
esis he quoted hi* s|>eeehes iM-fore tbe 
'lettlon. t)n September 23, 19o8, at 
Clnciniistl, Mr. 'Talt said' "If 1 am 
elei led Prealdent. I pninilse the nation 
that I will US'* every liber of my being 
to tarry on', honestly and deiently 
the tariff revision |iromlaes of tbe Re- 
publleaii platform." Two days later, 
at Milwaukee, he said: "It la my Judg- 
ment that a revltioii of the tariff In 
arrordanee with Ihe pledge of the Re- 
publican platform will be, on the 
whole, a substantial revision down- 
ward." To show that he did not ke«*p 
hla promise, he tald' "IX ua apply the 
range to thla tariff bill. There la an 
infallible teat for the bill; the records 
show (hat. In 1*<»7, I t2«t.l09,34'J were 
collected on imitorta under the DIngley 
rase* then in force. Now, take the 
Identical goods In the exact quantities 
and apply the Payne rates at now 
flxed, applying them Item tor Item, 
■cbedule for schedule, aubatltutlng 
Payne rates for DIngley rates, the 
amount collected would have been 
|;U4.7i8,344. an Increase ot tS.64».lkl2, 
or 1.71 per cent. Make another teat. 
If you please. The DIngley tariff con- 
sists ot 2.024 Itemsl of these there 
were unchanged 1,150, leaving changed 
R74 Items. Of thla number 120 were 
raised, and (54 reduced, with thla re- 
sult :

where the high cost of living I* being 
felt very acutely the rtepubllcan candi- 
tlatet are brltlng the people tlmt the 
Increased cost of living Is not due to 
ths tariff bill, be<-ause Ihe tariff tax 
un farm products, artk les of food, waa 
reduced. In the agricultural dlatrlrta 
Ihe Republican candidalea are telling 
Ihe farmers that the high prices of 
farm product* are not due to the tariff 
till. It is true that the tariff on food 
products was reduced. It Is s remark- 
able bill that can enrich the manu- 
fai-lurer by Inrreasing the tariff on 
Ilia output and at the same time en 
rich the farmer by der reaslng the 
tariff on hi* products."

ers to sign pledges to be placed In 
disirderested bands, and for which 
meetings were to be held to-day. 
would vet save the day. For several 
days however, reports bad be»-n 'om- 
lug In that buyers were scouring the 
country, buking up tobacco at so av 
erage ol 1 ') to 12 cents, and that even 
manv of the growers who were mem- 
l-ers of the pool bad secretly cold 
their cropL. • 

Yesterday the price at which the 
1909 pool waa being auctioned became 
ao li.w that the society had to reject 
them, and with prospect of not soon 
getting the money for their crops I 9 
the 1909 pool, members of the 1909 
pool hecan.e denoerate. 

Realizing that the crisis bad eome. 
President I.eBua last night night sent 
out telegrams to all the members of 
the district board, railing them to a 
meeting h<>re tonight. FYom early In 
the evening reports had been cowing 
In telling of the utter failure of tbe 
meetings held in the different coun- 
ties, and when the district board as- 
semblevl ,xt 9 o'clock every member 
who had rend these report* agreed 
that the pool wa* dead. Hence, when 
the situation was reviewed b.v Preal- 
dent l>>Bus in an address to tbe board 
there was practically nothing left but 
tc declare the pool off. and though 
the matter was diacussed uptll nearly 
midnight. It wgis only postponing the 
Inevitable end. When the resolutions 
were at last offered by President l.<e- 
Bui thev were at once adopted. 

At he came out of the meeting aiter 
the resolutions were adopted. Presi- 
dent I,eBus remarked 

"This crop of tobacco la the poor- 
est and toughest ever raised In Ken- 
tucky, and we will let them Imre It 
and everyone get on the dump togeth- 
er. But we will hold on to our good 
tobacco pool nt I9*i9 and make tbem 
I<uy us gcKMl money for It yet. 

“.Next year we will go to work and 
cut out the crop from Canada to the 
Gulf of Mexico and see who will win 
this tight In the long run, the trusts 
or the organised growers of Burley 
tobacco.''
